It now threatens 3 
tragedy which must rest heavily 
on the conscience not only of 
Great Britain but of the whole 
civilised world, for whom we are 
appointed trustees, During 
the war the murder of more than 
ane in three of the world's Jewish 
population went far to achieve 
Hitler's ambition to annihilate 
the whole race.

Jews to realise the sense of 
bereavement or the passionate de- 
‘sire for asylum which this mas-

ininds, Yet a year after the war 
‘there are still hundreds of thou- 
sands of Jews in camps in Europe 
whose fate is still undecided, wha 
have no home to go to, no career 
jopen to them. Justice — still 
_tarries. The sense of outrage 
aroused by ‘the imposition of 
Operation Round-Up, designed 
to prevent the further illegal in- 
{lux of immigrants “may not be 
justified on the facts—particular- 
ly the facts about Jewish — ter- 
rorism and the mood of many of 
the illegal. immigrants. --But_the_ 
situation is such that it is not suf- 
ficient to plead or show justifica- 
tion.

Pre- 
sident Truman’s compromise on 
the plan of the experts for parti- 
tion of Palestine has not been 
published in detail. Whitever 
final scheme mects approval, some

and the Arabs will be necessary, 
‘probably calling for — top-li 
negotiations on the scale of the 
Indian Mission, ‘It is also car- 
dinal that the ultimate — respon- 
sibility must rest upon the Unit- 
ed Nations. Palestine, however, 
lis not the sole answer. ¢ have 
‘to deal with far more than 
100,000 homeless Jews, If their 
fate is unsettled the fear that they 
will in the course be sent to 
Palestiic will. merely exacerbate 
Arab feeling. In any case, many 
of them sould prefer to migrate 
to the West, and some, in proper 
conditions, to start again in 
Europe. In any complete solution 
all the United Nations must do 
their share. We have to get 
‘lanti-Scmitism out of our systems 
—not be satisfied to segregate the 
Jews in an island community in 
the “Middle - East. The problem 
inust be attacked along the whole

In a previous column, I quot- 
ed the answers ‘which Gen- 
tralissimo Franco gave to a 
series of questions I submitted 
to him. Following are his re- 
plics to additional questions: 

(1) “Docs the Spanish Gov- 
ernment intend to reduce the 
size of the Spanish armed forces 
in the near future? How many 
troops fre under arms at tha 
moment?” 

Franco: “The Spanish Gov- 
ernment finds itself obliged to 
muintnin under arms a force 
stronger than our normal dis- 
positions on ccount of the 
threats which 
our Pyrenenn frontier since the 
end of the war. Very serious 
ayeressions darried out against 
our territory, attempts at In- 
filtration -by-bands-of-terrorists 
armed in Southern France, and 
the fomentation of: crime and 
snbotage by international Com- 
munism " necessitate a larger 
military digposition and expen- 
diture than usual. Owing to 
these circumstances, Spain has 
under arms some 820,000 men,” 

(2) “Is Spain undertaking: 
any research in atomic energy? 
Are any such researches con- 
templated?” 

Franco: “Spain has not un- 
dertaken any research into 
atomic energy. She regards it, 
like gas, ns a weapon. of un- 
bounded cruckty, incomparably 
niore harmful to civil popula- 
tions than to actual combatant 
units. Spain does not at pre- 
sent contemplate carrying out 
this.type of research, but she is 
attentively following tho vicis- 
aitudes of experiments abroad.” 

(3) “Following upon the cs- 
tablishment of diplomatic. rela- 
tions between the Soviet Union 
and the Argentine, is here any 
likelihood of diplomatic re- 
-jations—being—restored.-between. 
Spain and the Sovict Union? 
Would Spain welcome entering 
Into relations with Russia?”

A 19-year-old girl was killed and nine people 
seriously injured on Tuesday when the Pales-
